It was moved and seconded that reading of the re- 
cords of the previous meetings be dispensed with. Mo- 
tion carried. 


The Chairman called on Mr. Willey to report on 
the investigation he and the members of his committee 
had made relative to a photostatic method of record- 
ing deeds. 


Mr. Willey stated that members of the committee 
had made a trip to Taunton, Mass., where they had 
seen the system in operation in the office of register 
of deeds in the Bristol County Court House, and that 
they were unanimous in their approval of establishing 
the system in the Court House at Woodsville. 


In answer to many questions relative to the ne- 
cessary equipment and the cost Mr. Gale said that the 
entire cost not including the dark room would be $1975, 
$150 of which was for the stainless steel sink with the 
agitator. The actual cost including the dark room 
would be between $2200. and $2300. Paper for the per- 
manent records costs $179 per 1000 sheets and paper 
for the certified copies $50 per 1000. Records would 
cost about 35c each. 


The Chairman called on Mr. Shores who stated 
that he believed that this system of recording would 
prove a great improvement over the present one and 
that it could be used by other offices to advantage. 


Mr. Willey moved, that the county commissioners 
are hereby authorized to expend a sum not exceeding 
twenty-five hundred dollars ($2500.) for the purchase 
of a photostating machine or other machine for photo- 
stating or microfilming of documents of the county 
and for that purpose may transfer unexpended bal- 
ances from other appropriations. 


If there is not sufficient money available the Com- 
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missioners and Treasurer are authorized to issue short 
term notes for the necessary amount. 

The motion was carried by a unanimous vote. 


Mr. Kelley, who was unable to be present, wished 
to be recorded as voting “yes” on this motion.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State 
of New Hampshire the Commissioners of Grafton 
County herewith present the annual report of the Com- 
missioners, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent of 
County Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, 
Chaplain, Physician and Farm Bureau. 


A great loss was felt by the remaining two Com- 
missioners when George A. Pushee, who had faithfully 
served the County for twenty-three years, was taken 
by death in April. He had a fund of knowledge and 
experience which the County could ill afford to lose. 


It was with regret that the Commissioners 
accepted the resignation on April 1 of Superintendent 
Andrews, who, with the capable assistance of Mrs. An- 
drews, had so ably operated the County Institution. 


During the legislative session the delegation voted 
to adopt the retirement system, which makes a pension 
available to all retiring employees of the county. They 
also authorized money for improvements to the Court 
House. In line with this authorization, new fluores- 
cent lights were installed in the Register of Deeds and 
Probate offices, also, a new asphalt tile floor was laid in 
the hall. 


The improvement that seems to be of most inter- 
est to the general public is the photostatic equipment 
installed in the Register of Deed’s office. This was also 
authorized by the delegation. The time necessary to 
make a record of a deed will be reduced to about 60 
seconds. 


The cost of operating the Almshouse continues to 
increase, along with the general upward trend of costs. 
Every effort is made to hold these expenses to a mini- 
mum. 


At the present time we have 60 children boarded 
in foster homes and institutions at a cost of $28,527.13 
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for the year 1947. Of this amount, $4,948.01 was col- 
lected by our two investigators from the parents of 
these children. Effective August 1, 1947, the Commis- 
sioners raised the board paid for children from $25 to 
$30 per month. Direct relief cases showed a slight in- 
crease over the previous year. 


The bonded debt is now $20,000.00, being the re- 
maining bonds issued in 1929 to build the new alms- 
house. It is quite obvious that the county is in sound 
shape financially. 


As usual, the Commissioners wish to extend their 
thanks to the various county and town officers for their 
friendly assistance in carrying on the work of the 
county. We also wish to thank the Delegation for 
their cooperation during the legislative session. 


The Commissioners extend to the people of the 
County of Grafton and the general public an invitation 
_ to visit and inspect the Grafton County Home and its 
buildings.

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SELECTMEN OF TOWN AND OVERSEERS 
OF THE POOR 


Your attention is called to the following extracts from 
the laws of 1908: 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any 
assistance to any person within six years preceding his 
death shall be entitled to recover from the estate of 
such persons the sum or sums paid out for such assist- 
ance the said claim to be preferred claim against his 
said estate after payment of funeral charges, expense 
of last sickness and expenses of administration, provid- 
ed he leaves no widow or minor children at his decease. 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the sup- 
port of any person unless, he or the person under whom 
he derives his settlement, shall have wholly gained a 
settlement therein during the ten years preceding the 
last date of application for support providing that no 
person having a settlement in any town in this state 
upon arriving at the age of seventy years shall lose 
that settlement on account of being exempt by law 
‘from paying a poll tax, if he resides in said town. 


ASSISTANCE TO PERSONS IN QUARANTINE: 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 110 
Following Section 6 


SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is 
placed in quarantine by a board of health, to protect the 
public against small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or 
any other dangerous, infectious or contagious disease, 
it shall be the duty of said board to assist such person 
or family while in quarantine in such manner as in the 
judgment of the board may be deemed wise and neces- 


sary. 
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SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such 
part thereof as the board may determine, shall bea 
deemed as legitimate expenditure for the protection of 
public health and shall be charged to the account of 
incidental expenses, but not to any indigent pauper 
account, nor shall such expenditure be construed to 
mean a public aid to the person or persons so quaran- 
tined and assisted unless such person or persons are 
already paupers as defined by the Public Statutes.

During the past year there has been an unusual 
number of patients far advanced in chronic disease, 2 
considerable number of whom have been sent in for 
terminal care. Most all of these have been elderly peo- 
ple without homes or near relatives, and it has been 
the aim of the management to see to it that they re- 
ceived good care and every comfort possible. 


The X-ray equipment which has served for thir- 
teen years finally ceased to function, and the Commis- 
sioners have wisely decided to replace it with a new 
modern unit. 


Our nursing staff remains the same as last year.
